Carpet firm charges more 
than 60 times amount advertised 


An 86-year-old Sierra Madre woman followed 
up on a coupon ad in a direct mail advertising 
supplement in which a carpet cleaning company 
offered a coupon for cleaning the carpet at a price 
of $6.95 per room. 

She made an appointment and the company 
cleaned three rooms of her home, then told her 
she”owed them $444. 

That amounts to $423.15 more and over 60 
times more than the price advertised. 

Not knowing what else to do, she paid the com¬ 
pany with a check and received no copy of an 
invoice. 

The woman’s daughter stopped the check and 
went to the Sierra Madre Police who told her that 
this type of thing was a civil matter, not a police 
matter, unless the 86-year-old woman received ha¬ 
rassment. 

The daughter then called the carpet company 
and complained. They told her that her mother 
had agreed to extras such as brushing the carpet 
before cleaning (they call it agitating the carpet), 
and disinfectant. The daughter asked the company’s 


representative if he believed that was worm jwu 
and she was told they had cancelled two other 
Jobs because the Sierra Madre job took so much 
extra time." 

The daughter requested that they adjust the 
bill to below $100 since last October the same house 
plus one more room, closets and hallways badj^ 
been cleaned for $120 by a local rirm. 

She told The News that she had asked the ministrator 
representative, “If this were your mother, you 
would be furious that someone was trying to take 
advantage of an older person.” 

He replied, “No, not if it was quality work. 

Not if she felt she had her money’s worth.”

Hot tips for 
summer pet care 


lt’8 summer — the weather is getting 
hot — the kids are out of school, and 
vacation time Is near. Summer can be a 
special time lor your pet too, but it can be 
a dangerous time as well. Heat stress. 
Fourth of July fireworks, fleas, and a host 
of other hazards are out there waiting for 
your pet. The L.A. County Department of 
Animal Care and Control wants you to be 
alert to the dangers animals face this sum¬ 
mer. 

“Start the summer on the right foot by 
providing your pet with a license tag,” 
said Brian Berger, director of the depart¬ 
ment. “That tag can save your animal’s 
life, provided It is on your animal and not 
on your dresser,” said Berger. He added 
that It's equally Important to renew the 
license every year and to inform the de¬ 
partment when your address and phone 
number change. 

The director Is also asking pet owners 
to be alert to the dangers of heat stress 
as the temperatures rise this summer. 
“The body temperature of a dog or a cat, 
or even a rabbit, is higher than that of 
humans, making them more susceptible 
to heat stress. Make sure your pet is pro¬ 
tected from the harmful effects of the 
sun,” the director advised. 

Berger stated that the signs of heat 
stress Include: heavy panting, glazed 
eyes, rapid pulse rate, dizziness, vomiting, 
or a deep red or purple tongue. If your 
pet exhibits signs of heat stress, get him 
into shade immediately. Apply Ice packs 
to the head and neck, gradually Immerse 
the animal In cool water if possible. Let 
him lick ice cubes or ice cream, but 
don’t let him drink an unlimited amount of 
water. And get the animal to the veterina¬ 
rian Immediately. 

The director offered additional sum¬ 
mertime tips for pot owners: 

e If you keep your animal In the yard, 
you must make sure that he can reach 
shade, shelter, food and water. Make 
certain your yard is “escape proof.” 

If that’s Impossible, keep your dog on 
a cable or chain (at least six feet 
long) hooked to a clothesline or wire 
so that he can run freely along the 
^length of It. Make certain that the 
animal isn’t near anything he can 
jump over or off of, because he could 
hang himself. 

e Animals inside your home, such as 
rabbits, mice, and hamsters, should 
be kept away from direct sunlight. 
Smaller animals are very sensitive to 
heat. Always keep plenty of fresh, 
cool water on hand. 

• Rabbits kept in a hutch outside 
your home will need extra protection 
from the heat. You will need to con¬ 
struct a shade shelter over the hutch. 
Placing the hutch under a tree will not 
provide enough protection. You will 
also need to provide a salt block and 
two to three quarts of water a day 
for each animal. 

• Never leave your pet inside a park¬ 
ed car on a sunny day. Cars trap 
heat the same way greenhouses do. 
Temperatures inside a parked car can 
soar over 100 degrees when the out¬ 
side temperature is just 85 degrees. 
Animals can suffer brain damage and 
may die if left inside a hot car too 
long. 

• Summer allows gardeners more 
opportunities to stumble upon garden 
poisons. Most of these poisons are in 
use all year, but the number of tra¬ 
gedies involving pets increases dur¬ 
ing the spring and summer. Often the 
animal mistakes the poison for food. 

If you have a garden yourself, keep 
poisons securely locked away from 
children and pets. Common sense 
and common courtesy demand that 
you keep your animal out of your 
neighbor’s yard. Keep the pet on a 
leash when you go for walks, and 
when he’s home, keep him securely 
in the yard. Cats are better off in¬ 
doors. 

• Every summer, just like clockwork, 
comes the dreaded flea. This summer 
try to stay ahead of this pest. Use 
powder or spray on your pets and the 
areas where the animal normally lies. 
Products made for dogs should never 
be used on a cat. Flea collars may 
be dangerous to a young kitten or 
puppy. You should consult with your 
veterinarian about which products are 
best. 

• Skin problems are another summer 
hazard for your pet. Proper nutrition 
and cleanliness will help prevent skin 
disorders, but sometimes this might 
not be enough. Flea allergies, hot 
spots and mange are common skin 
problems during the summer. If you 
think your pet might be suffering 
from a skin problem, take the ani¬ 
mal to the veterinarian immediately.

In las) week’s episode, we lefl you hanging 
over (he tax audit cliff. This week we take 
you off the hook, as they say in taxiand, to 
live happily ever after, providing exceptions 
are not incurred within prescribed limits. 

Another old myth is that once audited, 
they hound you every year. Ain’t so: computer 
starts all over again every year. But some¬ 
thing in your return could flag the computer 
every year. The IRS doesn’t want to go over 
the same ground again, so if that happens 
you can write a letter that says you were 
examined for the same thing in either ol the 
previous two years, with no change in liability. 
Your exam could then be suspended and that’s 
the end of it, unless something else is involved. 

And, except in fraud cases, the limitation 
is three years from your filing dale. After 
that, your return is history. Even if they do 
see something, they look first at the highest 
scores, ones farthest from the average for your 
group. Then they decide just how many they 
have lime to audit and start working down 
the list. If they do find you have some lia¬ 
bility, then there’s a long appeal process avail¬ 
able to you. 

But if the new tax law goes, then all 
this will be wiped out — right? Well, one tax 
expert says that he’s convinced within five years 
or so we will be back to some lax system 
like the current one, for lots of reasons. 
The IRS has lots of brochures on audits free 
to you or from the many tax-help outfits or 
yi»ur own tax man.

On Stage

There seems to be a trend to quick visits from 
the traveling companies of big musicals that is dis¬ 
concerting to a reviewer from a weekly paper like 
the Sierra Madre News. They swing into town on a 
Tuesday or Wednesday, just too late for deadline, 
and leave immediately after any review can come 
out. The readers of this column have very little 
time to react and many must judge by the LA 
Times. Now, some of the Times reviewers are 
brilliant and perceptive and some of them seem 
determined to demonstrate their refined tastes by 
disliking almost everything. I would have missed a 
fine reconstruction of one of my favorite musicals, 
“Pippin,” if I had taken their review too ser¬ 
iously. 

The next two-week stand begins Sept. 23 and 
is a traveling company of “La Cage au Folles,” 
which was so successful two years ago. If there is 
anyone unfamiliar with this top piece of enter¬ 
tainment, let me say that the previous production 
had everything anyone could want in a musical: 
lavish production numbers, elegant costumes, imagi¬ 
native sets, memorable music, and, most important, 
a comic but logical and beautifully sentimental plot. 

The fact that most of its chorus “girls” 
are men should not put off many in this enlight¬ 
ened age. It certainly adds a sharp vitality and 
considerable acrobatics to the dance numbers. The 
story concerning a very respectable young man 
whose foster mother, his father’s long-time room¬ 
mate, is male, is calculated to broaden minds a bit 
as it celebrates true affection wherever it is found. 

At the other end of the scale, production-wise, 
is the little play at the Throop Memorial Church, 
“Cinderella — Not the Movie.” It is certainly not 
a movie; it is adults presenting a familiar story 
with a few modern touches almost in the style of 
children dressing up. I’m not sure why Cheryl 
Alsteen, diligently being old as the stepmother, 
didn’t put her hair up, or why Michael Lewis, 
otherwise a charming prince, was dressed like a cir¬ 
cus acrobat, or why Gladys Jenkins, a lively and 
self-confident fairy, was wearing roller skates, al¬ 
though that was fun. 

Beverly Alexander, on the way to the ball, 
looks like one of those cakes with a doll at the 
top, which is how I always saw Cinderella myself. 
Her sisters, Andi Williams, Noni Kelly and Kim¬ 
berly Clark, are certainly a child’s idea of awful. 

Scott Lawrence, who adapted and directed, has 
tossed truisms of simple morality into it like raisins 
and bits of stage magic that work very nicely, 
(1 loved the floating flower pot although some 
small sceptic announced, “She’s not really doing 
that!”) The costumes may gap, but they glisten 
and if the striking clock sounds like someone beating 
on a garbage can, Cinderella still runs. 

There’s a kind of haphazard charm about the 
project and magic is in the eyes of the beholder. 
The 4-year-old in the seat next to me was awe¬ 
struck. 

“Cinderella” performances are noon on Satur¬ 
days and 3 p.m. on Sundays.

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Fire takes part of foothills 


On Wednesday, Aug. 
20, 10 Forest Service en¬ 
gine companies, 25 Los 
Angeles County compa¬ 
nies a helicopter, two 
camp crews and two en¬ 
gine companies from the 
cities of Monrovia and 
Sierra Madre were dis¬ 
patched to fight d fire 
burning out of control 
in the brushland near 
Sawpit Dam on the 
boundary of the Angeles 
National Forest at the 
entrance to Monrovia 
Canyon Park. 

The blaze was first re¬ 
ported at 1:30 p.m. and 


was fully contained by 
8:30 after blackening 150 
acres and forcing the clo¬ 
sure of Chantry Road in 
northern Sierra Madre. 
No structures were lost, 
but four firefighters were 
hospitalized for heat 
prostration. 

According to John 
Davidson of Monrovia 
Community Services, the 
quick and efficient ef¬ 
forts of those fighting 
the fire was what lar¬ 
gely prevented any da¬ 
mage to homes or to the 
public use areas of Mon¬ 
rovia Canvon Park.
